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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Lum. 

Lum shows a semiconductor device having a first layer 42, a plurality of first test 
elements 28, 29, 30 arranged on the first layer and a second layer 14 different from the 
first layer and is shown with a first top surface and a second opening bottom surface 
which is shown adhered to the first layer 42. 

Col. 3, lines 55-56 teach providing openings in layer 14, which is shown in figure 
2 wherein a bottom layer 16 is taught to have openings to match the bump pattern 46. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in this art to provide pads 
exposed from said openings since said openings are taught to match said bumps and 
wherein said bumps are typically formed with associated pads. A plurality of pads (not 
labeled), are inherently arranged in a bottom surface of said second layer to 
accommodate said bumps. 

A plurality of bumps 46 are shown arranged on said pads and a third layer 44 is 
shown adhered to the second layer via the bumps and solder balls 26 are shown 
arranged on the third layer and electrically connected to the first test elements. A 
plurality of second test elements 31, 32, 33, 34 are shown arranged on the first layer 
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and electrically insulated from the pads. First and second connection members 40 are 
shown formed on opposing sides of the device. 
Claims 1-6, 10 are rejected. 

Claims 7, 8, 9, 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 2-14-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The amended features of the claims are deemed to be taught by Lum 
as they are broadly recited in the claims
